New Deal all its own. Arkansas 
had the good luck during the last 
war to find an aluminum process- 
ing pldnt, costing millions, sstab- 


% lished with government 
money 
close to our bauxite mines — and 
after the war this plant was taken 
over by private capital. 


All the years I have been in Ark- 
ansas our state has been crying 
for the Aluminum Company 
of 


America to move processing plants 
to this state instead of shipping 
our bauxite ore to the East St. 
Louis plants. Citing the lack of 
tremendous electrical power re- 
quired to run an aluminum plant, 
or first one reason or another, 


m. ALCOA never did get around to 
"-'--' making itself a truly Arkansas in- 


dustry. 


And now the Reynolds company 


is ! in the picture, operating the 
former government-financed alum- 
inum plant. 
This, as I say, is the outstand- 
ing industrial development in Ark- 
ansas in all the 26 years I have 
been writing about the state. And 
I, feel that Mrs. Winslow's article, 
while it touches very briefly on the 
aluminum question, has gotten the 
message over to the rest of the na- 
* tion. For there is a vast difference 
between a civilization which merely 
boasts of "natural resources," or 
perhaps does a little mining, and a 
civilization that actually creates 
aluminum metal. 
This is something the rest of 


America will ponder. For it is the 
sort of thing all men appreciate. 
Instead of being a race of mere 
buyers of other people's metal we 
are manufacturing metal of our 
own and sending it East for a 
larger share of America's folding

Britain's first Socialist govern- 
ment has been favored with 
so 
many smiles by fortune that the 
party now feels able to claim it 
will be returned to power in the 
general election scheduled for next 
year. 
. . . ' . • 


As things stand it would be dif- 


ficult lo controvert this prediction 
Certainly it's clear that John Bull's 
famous 
Winston 
Churchill will 


have to perform the hat trick if 
he makes a come-back and re* 
gains the prime ministership 
for 
the conservative party. 


The 
Socialists 
felt 
they 
had 
turned the corner a fortnight ago 
when they won the by-election in 
the strategic constituency of South 
Hammersmith, London, and' thus 
retained the scat in 
parliament. 


This election was considered 
so 


vital that Churchill went all-out in 
campaigning for the conservative 
candidate. The old maestro called 
•on the voters to lead the "way out 
of the Socialist quagmire" — but 
they couldn't deliver the goods. 


This was the thirty-first scat the 
Socialists had defended success- 
fully since they defeated the con- 
servative'party 
under Churchill 
as the war was ending. Now they 
have added another to this for- 
midable list by capturing the St. 
Pancras district of London. This 
long winning streak is a record 
for Britain. 


Francis Williams, former public 
relations adviser to Prime Minis- 
ter Attiee, told some of us here in 
New York the other day that the 
by election figures make it prac- 
tically certain that labor (the So- 
cialists) will be returned in 
the 
next general election. He thought 
that nerhaps the party would 'have 
a slightly reduced majority, 
but 
that it would be large enough for 
working operations. 


Williams is a shrewd observer 


and knows his British politics. I 
first mot him while' visiting Brit- 
ain in 1945, shortly after the So- 
cialists came to power. He 
then 


was. adviser to the .prime, minister, 
with whom I had P long conversa- 
tion. During that talk Mr. Attiee 
told some of his plans for social- 
ism. 


It is worthy o£ note, by-the way, 
that the program which Attiee then 
outlined to me has been followed 
closely. In other words, the Social- 
ists knew what they were shooting 


That program, of course, has rep- 
resented a tremendous turnover for 
England,-.since .a very- consider- 
able degree of nationalization has 
been carried out. This includes coal 
mining, the Bank o£ England .elec- 
tric .power, communications, and 
transportation.' The all important 
steel industry is in'proce.ss of being 
nationalized. Most controversial of 
all has been the socialization of 
medicine, covering all 
sorts 
of 
treatment. 


•. So the public has 
had 
a com- 
prehensive . sample 
of 
Socialist 
wares. And the government 
fig- 
ures that, since a majority of; the 
voters continue to express approv- 
al in by-elections, they must be 
willing to carry on. 


Whether that is true remains to 
be demonstrated. There are indi- 
cations that a wholesale continua- 
tion of nationalization might pro- 
duce an adverse reaction. 


In this connection Mr; Williams 


saj»s he believes the next five year 
plan will include much less nation- 
alization than has been carried out 


in the first period. He thinks the 
new program will center on indus- 
rial democracy, that is, with work- 
ers having more importance in re- 
lation to management. 


Naturally events might produce 


a sharp change in political trends 
before the next general election. 
However, this- much we can say 


That election bids far to be one 


of -the most volcanic England ever 
has 
known. 
It 
will determine 


whether 
socialism, 
as dem- 
onstrated in the trial, is to be for- 
mally approved or whether there 
is to be a reversion to a more con- 
servative form of government. 


In short, Britain's very way of 


life will be at stoke.
